LONDON, May 28.—Right Hon. Stanley Baldwin, the new 
prime: minister, and his ministers met parliament today without 
ceremony, and were greeted with a majority of 154 on the second 
reading of the indemnity bill to protect Home Secretary Bridge- 
man from the penalties threatening him as a result of the appeal 
court’s decision in the case of the Irish deportees, The vote was 
297 to 148. 

The figures were greeted with hearty ministerial cheers, be- 
ing a much larger majority than the government’s normal 
strength, owing to the Lloyd George group, to whom a concession 
in the bill was made, voting with the government:
